Fellow Citizens cf the United States: 


In compliance with a custom as old 


as the, government Itself I appear be- 
fore you to address you briefly and to 
take hi your presence the oath pre- 
scribed by the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States to be taken by the president 
''before he enters on the execution of 
his office." 


It Is seventy-two years since the 


first Inauguration of a president nnder 
our national constitution. During that 
period fifteen different and greatly dis- 
tinguished citizens hare In succession 
administered the executive branch of 
the government. They have conducted 
it through many perils and generally 
with great success.
